
AI GARETA’S GAMENESS. 



Georgs B. Havill’s sweet filly, Algarete, by 
Bramble — Caledonia, won another parse for 
her worthy owner yesterday in her nBnal game 
style. The filly was giving away weight to all 
the other starters in Lakeside’s fourth race, 
which was at five furlongs, but this did not 
have any great effect on Algarete, and after a 
fierce drive all through the stretch she succeeded 
in outgaming Little Jack Horner, who, by the 
way, is a greatly improved horse of late, and 
got the verdict by a neck. 

That Tommy Griffin has an exceptionally 
good youngster in Erwin is beyond doubt. This 
big handsome son of Jlis Highness — Vage 
romped home the easiest kind of a winner in 
the thrie-qnarters of a mile dash for two-year- 
olds in 1 : 15, which, everything considered was 
a very good race. Erwin is a colt that likes a 
route, can ron in any kind of going, also carry 
high weight and is game as a pebble. The lot. 
that Erwin beat was an ordinary one, still the 
colt won in such an impressive way that he 
gained many admirtre. 

Darkness struck the track before the last race 
was over, and while the horses were making 
the rounds of the course in this event it was 
impossible for the spectators to tell wbich was 
in front or which was last. In the last quarter, 
however, it came down to a rousing finish be- 
tween Chancery, Plantain and Walkenshaw. 
The former, thanks to Mitchell’s cunning work, 
got the decision. Had Mitcbell not resorted 
to questionable tactics Chancery would pos- 
sibly have finished third, instead of first, 
and Walkenshaw would probably have won. 
Mitchell went a trifle wide on the stretch bend, 
inviting Plantain and Walkenshaw up into a 
pocket. Then he pulled in on them and held 
them on the rail to the end. 

Both Chancery and Walkenshaw improved 
suddenly from their last ra:es. 

Catastrophe, at 12 to 1, over-raced himself 
and beat a good lot of horses in the third race. 
This was at a mile and a sixteenth, and despite 
a bad ride California’s full brother managed to 
be in front at the wire. Bsnneville, the favor- 
ite for this race, was unsatisfactorily ridden by 
Vititoe. 

“Dutch” Roller has been trying all summer 
to make Brown Dick get out of the maiden 
class and in the first race of the day he at last 
succeeded. 

Felix Bard ran a smart race in the second 
event of the day and landed in good style from 
Morris Volmer and Lovable. 



BAN FRANCISCO GOSSIP. 



The San Francisco Chronicle of November 7 
says: “A carload of horses belonging to Earn- 
shaw Brothers and W. J. Bpeirs arrived at the 
Oakland track yesterday from Chicago.

“Tanforan Park promises to be one of the 
fastest circular tracks in the world. Yesterday 
five furlongs was run in 1:014 and six furlongs 
in 1:144, very fast time for a brand new track. 
There is not nearly so much sand in the top 
dressing as at Ingleside, and trainers predict 
miles in 1 :39 in the very near future. If Afa- 
mada had been forced out there is every reason 
to believe that she would have negotiated the 
six furlongs in 1:14.” 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The Morning Telegraph of Friday says: 

“At a meeting of the stewards of the Jockey 
Club yesterday Mike Clancy, who was suspended 
on October 21 last until December 1 for the 
erractic running of Maximo Gomez was restored 
to good standing and given permission to race 
his horses at the Bennings meeting. 

“There were present at the meeting: August 
Belmont, James Galway, F. R Hitchcock and 
Andrew Miller. ClaDcy appeared in person be- 
fore the board, and made a statement, the de- 
tails of which were not made public. After 
hearing the statement the board ordered that 
the suspension be raised and that Clancy and 
his horses be restored to all privileges from 
the date of the meeting, Nov. 9. 

“W. Lakeland, who was suspended with 
Clancy, evidently did not make an appeal for 
reinstatement, as no mention was made in the 
official report of his case. The original ruling 
covered both Clancy as owner and Lakeland as 
trainer of the horse. It is probable that yes- 
terday’s reversal will be made to include Lake- 
land as well.” 

“Marty” Bergen contends that his straight- 
up-in-tbe-taddle position is superior to tie 
crouching attitude assumed by Sloan, H. Mar- 
tin, T. Burns and other successful riders of the 
day. Here is what he is credited with saying: 

“When I first learned to ride I got upon a 
horse’s shoulder and stooped over,” remarked 
Marty. “They gave Sloan the credit of invent- 
ing this style when, as a matter of fact, jockeys 
were using it before Sloan was ever thonght of. 
I roue like Slosn and the rest of them until I 
met an Englishman, who showed me where the 
erect posture was the best, and I still think it 
is. You can’t make me believe that the action 
of a hoi se’s shoulders is not impeded when you 
sit upon them. If you have your whole body on 
them you must check their freedom of action. 
It is my opinion that the natural place for a 
horse to cairy a load is on his back, not on his 
ehoulders. You hear it said that by sitting up 
straight you offer greater resistance to the at- 
mosphere, which is a handicap. There may be 
some truth in this, but I rode.Salvator the fast- 
est mile a horse ever went, and I sat up straight. 
My contention is that a jockey can help a horse 
more and keep him better in hand by riding as 
I do. People may think I am wrong, but I have 
tried both wave, and I think I know what I am 
talking shout.”
